The best 
the commission would. do was to agree to 
appoint a committee of five to see if the 
plan of the railroads cannot in some way 
be adapted to the genera! Chicago plan. 


Here’s the Roads’ Proposal. 

The proposal of the roads was substan- 
Wally as follows: They picked their site; 
proposed to place Chicago’s new west side 
postdifice behind it; proposed the closing 
ep practically of-one of the main arteries 
to the lake in the Chicago plan, the rear- 
ranging of the civic center of that same 
plan, as well as continuing the multiplicity 
of railway stations. 

Despite arguments and pleas by members 
@f the Chicago Plan commisison, the roads 
They advanced 
vatious reasons why they could not place 
their station south of Twelfth street, as the 
Chicago plan provides. Some of their rea- 
60ns were of an engineering character, but 
most of them were commercial.

BOTH CHARGE POLITICS 


Demand from Bench That Prosecu- 
tion Begin Results in Nolle 
Prossing of Indictment. 


RIVAL “DEMOCRACIES” INVOLVED 


The breach between the state’s attorney's 
office and Superior Judge William Fenimore 
Cooper, brought to the light yesterday when 
the indictment against Robert Emmet Burke 
was nolle prossed, is expected to broaden to; 
‘aay. 

The incident of the calling of Burke's case 
for trial brought forth scarcely veiled intima- 
tions from the bench that the indictment of 
the deposed head of the Cook County Democ- 
racy Was a piece of political work inepired 
by the state’s attorney’s relations with the 
Hearst-Harrison crowd. 

There was also the counter charge from 
the Hoyne camp that Judge Cooper was not 
the jurist to try the case, being allied with 
the other branch of the local Democracy. 

Maclay Hoyne said in the evening that he 
had written a letter to Chief Justice Ben M. 
Smith of the Superior court requesting that 
Judge Cooper be transferred from the crim. 
inal branch, alleging that his continuance 
there would impede the administration of 
justice. Mr. Hoyne did not make his letter 
pubiic. ' 


Not Ready for Trial. 

After a delay of seventeen days the state's 
attorney’s office pleaded before Judge Cooper 
that it was not prepared to go to trial with the 
Burke case. But the judge forced the case 
to trial and called for a jury. ; 

Before the veniremen could be sworn in, 
First Assistant State’s Attorney Frank John- 
ston asked that the indictment—which was 
for embezzlement of funds of the County 
Demoeracy—be nolle prossed. A heated ex- 
change of opinions between the court and 
representatives of the state’s attorney pre- 
ceded the dismissal! of the case. 

A little earlier the state’s attorney had tried. 
to transfer the case to Judge Kersten. 


Cooper “Not Embarrassed.” 

Judge Cooper recalled his ruling of Jan, 
80, when the defendant madea motion before 
him for an immediate trial, and when the 
gstate’s attorney objected. At that time the 
case was continued until Feb. 17 on agree-> 
ment of both sides in case the state was 
still unprepared at that date, counsel! for 
the defense should be so notified a week be- 
fore. Judge Cooper announced that he saw 
no reason why the case should not go to 
trial. 

“Your honor, it took but fifteen minutes 
for the grand jury to interview four wit- 
said John E. 
W. Wayman, Burke's lawyer, “and I ba- 
Hieve all of those witnesses are in court now. 
Why can’t they repeat their evidence now? 
We demand an immediate trial.’’ 

“Tf the state's attorney is so anxious to 


,postpone this case,’’ asked Judge Cooper, 


“why was the attempt made to shift the 
case from my docket to Judge Kersten?” 

‘We did not think you would want to try 
the case, your honor,"’ replied Mr. Jennings 
‘We. know that you and the defendant are 
members of the Democracy. We wanted to 
relieve you of any embarrassment.”’ 


Recalls the Agreement. 

“The state's attorney does not need to re- 
Heve me af anything,’ said Judge Cooper. 
“Tf a man is so cheap as to be swayed by 
sympathy, he ought to be off the bench, I 
set this case for trial pursuant to the stat- 


utes and eet the date in the présence of the | 


state’s attorney. I am net embarrassed. 
If the state was not ready to go to trial, 
the attempt should not have been made to 
set the case before Judge Kersten. Cheap 
action is visible. Coming as it does from a 
public official, it is an insult to the bench. 
If Mr. Hoyne were here I'd speak stronger. 
I don’t think you, Mr. Jennings, are respon- 
sible for what has occurred. 

‘“Tt looks to me as if the state’s attorney 
is attempting to evade the jurisdiction of this 
court. The only reason the state is repre- 
sented here now is because Judge Kersten 
gent you here,’’ said the court. Mr, Clerk, 
call a jury.” 

Drops the Indictment. 

Mr. Hoyne’s first assistant, Mr. Johnston, 
appeared in court before the jury Was sworn. 

‘“* We are not ready for trial,’’ he said, and 
started to repeat the arguments of his col- 
leagues. 

“ We have thrashed all that out once be- | 
fore,” interrupted Judge Cooper. ‘* Proceed | 
with the case.’ 

‘*T wish to nolle prosse the indictment,” 
gaid Mr. Johnston. 

“ Phe case is dismissed,’ said the court. 

After court Judge Cooper referred to the 
criminal code of Ulinols and said Burke's de- 
mand for a trial was purely his statutory 
right and within the law. He further sald he 
would have been denying the defendant what 
he was entitied to if he refused him trial. 

May Be Reindicted. 

Burke was indicted on Jan. 256.0n a charge 
of embezzling $5,648 from the funds of the 
political organization of which he was sec- 
retary. Bail was given on Jan. 27, and on 
the same day demand for trial was made 
before Judge Burke. On Jan, 30 the demand | 
for an hearing was made before 
Judge Cooper and the case set for yester- 
day.

The warlike preparations are in consonance’ 
with the statement made by the president in 
his reply to President Madero, that “ ex- 
treme pessimism ”’ prevails in this country 
as to the result of ‘‘ the present most dan- 
gerous situation.” 

The Taft note, while advising the Mexican 
president that “fresh assurances of friend- 
ship to Mexico are unnecessary after two 
years of patience and good will,” and permit- 
ting the inference that intervention is not 
contemplated, closes with the declaration 
that it is the conviction here “ that the pres- 
ent paramount duty is the prowipt relief of 
the situation.”’ 


Taft Reply to Madero. 

Following is President Taft's reply, drafted 

at the midnight session of the cabinet, to 
Madero: 

‘From your excellency’s telegram, which 
reached me ‘the 14th, it appeared that your 
excellency was somewhat misinformed as 
to the policy of the United States toward 
Mexico, which has been uniform for two 
years or ionger, as to the naval or other 
measures thus far taken, whieh are meas- 
ures of natural precaution. The ambas- 
sador telegraphed that when you were good 
enough to show him your telegram to me 
he pointed out this fact. 

‘‘ Your excellency must, therefore, be aware 
that the reports which appear to have 
reached you, that orders have already been 
given to land forces, were inaccurate. The 
arnbaseador, who is fully informed, .« never- 
theless again instructed to afford you any 
éesirable information. Fresh assurances of 
friendship to Mexico are unnecessary after 
two years of proof of patience and good will. 


Protection Witally Important. 

“In view of the special friendship and 
relations between the two countries I can- 
not too strongly impress upon your excel- 
lency the vital importance of early estab- 
lishment of that real peace and order which 
this government has so long hoped to see, both 
because American citizens and their prop- 
erty must be protested and respected and also 
because this nation sympathizes deeply with 
the afflictions of the Mexican people. 

“In reciprocating the anxiety shown by 
your excellency’s message, I feel it my duty 
to add sincerely and without reserve that 
the course of events during the last two.~ 
years culminating In the present most dan- 
gerous situation creates in this country ex- 
treme pessimism and the conviction that 
the present paramount duty is the prompt 
relief of the situation.” 


Surprised at Taft Patience, 

Some diplomats in Washington are sur- 
prised at the forbearance of the president in 
view of the threat of Madero they hold is 
contained in the following paragraph in his 
appeal thet the United States do not inter- 
vene: 

“ Consequently, I ask your excellency to 
order your men of war not to disembark 
troops in Mexico, as this act will cause a 
conflagration and terrible consequences of 
more extent than the ones we have t& con- 
tend with at present.” 

President Taft and his acvisers believe 
that the moment marines or troops are 
landed in Mexico that moment a wave of pa- 
triotism will sweep over Mexico, which will 
cause the natives to forget their differences 
and combine in war upon the invader. 


Experts and Madero Disagree. 

Madero claims that every day’s failure of 
the rebels to achieve victory means their 
weakening, but military men familiar with 
Mexican conditions assert the contrary. 

They say in a case of this kind it is the gov- 
ernment which is in danger of diseolution 
and the ability of the rebels to continue fight- 
ing is certain to lead to the reénforcement 
of their ranks by men who have suffered 
from the Madero régime or feel that the 
existing government has had its chance and 
has failed. 

It ts certainly the view of the president and 
secretary of state that Madero cannot hold 
out much longer and that he will be driven 
to surrender. 

If he should defeat Diaz, he stil) will have 
to contend with Zapata and Orozco, who, for 
some inscrutable reason, seem to be declining 
to hasten to the support of Gen. Diaz, the 
leader of the revolt in the capital, although 
they are busily engaged in capturing im- 
portant cities. 


Does Not Want to Handicap Wileon. 

The president hae no desire to leave over 
for Mr. Wilson the settlement of this coun- 
try’e relationsh with Mexico, but he fg de- 
cidedly oppored to taking any measure, him- 
self unless extreme provocation and whole- 
gale murder of Americans drive hém to it. 

The president told friends today that he 
realized what a difficult thing it would be for 
a pew administration to gather up the reing 
of government and understand the conditions 
in the southern republic in a few weeks or 
in a few monthe. 

He is of the opinion that it would thke at 
least six months for Mr. Wilson and his 
cabinet: to grasp details of diplomatic 
negotiation of troop and battleship move- 
ments and of internal niceties that he and 
his cabinet have acquired in two years’ close 
study of a condition that never has ceased 
to confront them, 

He has informed his advisers that he will 
be president up until Mr. Wilson takes the. 
oath of office, and that if intervention fs 
é€emanded by congress on his last day in of- 
fice he would not hesitate to concur. 


Wants Mexicans Appeased.

The government detected a plot among 
many prominent Mexicans to supply Diaz 
with food and money. The conspiracy was 
discovered accidentally, and many arrests of 
prominent citizens followed. 


Battle Continues All Day. 

The fighting continued throughout the day, 
but the federal guns were quite as inef- 
fective as ever in dislodging the rebels from 
their intrenched and fortified positions. 

Furthermore, the federals did not show the 
same aggressiveness which characterized 
their action in the early days of the battle. 

This is believed to be due to the fact that 
they realized that for the, present the gov- 
ernment forces are not of sufficient strength 
to defeat the rebels. 

Gen. Huerta, commander,in chief of the 
federal forces, was advised by Col. Nava- 
rette, commanding federal artillery and bat- 
teries, that it fs impossible to rout Gen. 
Felix Diaz and his rebel troops from their 
stronghold in the arsenal unless a direct 


heavy field guns, 

This advice was given after the federalis 
had practically exhausted all means at their 
command in their desperate efforts to capture 
the arsenal building and its occupants. 

No armistice was in effect today, and the 
fighting. which began early in the morning, 
was fast and furious, except during short 
intervals in the afternoon. 


Orders Buildings Dynamited. 

Ca receipt of the message from Col. Navar- 
ette Gen. Huerta immediately gave orders to 
raze certain buildings located between San 
Juan market and the citadel with dynamite. 
This move was started last week, but was 
abandoned. . 

Time and again today, however, the rebel 
gunners secured deadly range under indirect 
firing, arched shells over there buildings, 
and foresed the federals to desist in their 
work of planting the mines. The rebel guns 
on the roof of the Y. M,C. A. building aiso 
aided in this work, and when night fell over 
the city the federal engineers and artillery- 
men who were bent on blowing up the build- 
ings had been forced to retreat. 

The south and east sides or the citadel bore 
"the brunt of the Maderistas’ attacks, and the 
machine gun and rifie fire was almost inces- 
sant during the morning, slowing down only 
this afternoon after both sides had spent 
their energies and were forced to stop serv- 
ing their guns from sheer exhaustion. 

_ The field guns in the arsenal continued to 
shell the national palace, but little damage 
was done to it. Neighboring Puildings suf- 
fered heavily, however, many of the shells 
and solid shot falling short or going beyond 
their intended mark. 
Gen. Huerta announced he expected soon 
to begin an encircling movement against the 
arsenal in which bombs:would be used at 
short range. Gen. Blanquet will be piaced 
in command of the reserves at the national 
palace. 

Number of Dead Unknown. 
An accurate approximation of the number 
of dead and wounded in the eight days’ 
fighting is impossible. Government army 
offiders admit 350 killed and 400 seriously 
wounded on the federal side. The Diaz ad- 
herents acknowledge losses of eighty killed 
and 100 wounded. 
The ambulances of the Red Cross society 
have ceased attempting to remove the dead 
and are devoting their entire attention to 
the wounded. The dead are being gathered 
by the city’s street cleaning department 
wagons and burned. 
‘rom various sources it is estimated that 
owing to the promiscuous firing of cannon 
there has been a great loss of life among 
noncombatants. 

Both on Sunday and today Madero ap- 
peared sanguine o. the ultimate success of 
the federal army. He declared that the out- 
look was optimistic and that he had been 
offered -support of all kinds. 

In his opinion Zapata, the guerilla leader, 
was not in favor of Diaz in the present move- 
ment. 

During the armistice yesterday the rebeis 
replenished their food supplies, hauling a 
great amount of provisions into the arsena! 
from the stores located within their lines. 

They are tonight as strongly situated as 
they were on the first day of battle. and It 
was reported at the cable office that theffed- 
eral forces were again ted a shortage in 
ammunition. 


Americans Flee to Vera Cruz. 

The exodus of Americans and other for- 
eigners during the armistice continued today 
and the two traing which left here for Vera 
Cruz were loaded to capacity. 

The fugitives included many wealthy and 

influential Mexicans whose homes have been 
wrecked or destroyed. 
Despite President Taft’s denial. it was re- 
ported in diplomatic circles again today— 
these reports reaching the cable office -by 
bearers of official messages—that it was more 
than likely an American force would be or- 
dered from Vera Cruz to the capital unlese 
there was a decided change for the better in 
existing conditions witty the next thirty- 
six hours. 

Nearly all the noncombatants have moved 
out of the real danger zone. Bread and cérn- 
meal are abundant and are being distributed 
among the perr. |

Hundreds were caught in positions of ex- 
treme danger and were compelled to make 
their way back to the so-called neutra! zone 
as best they could, dodging across streets 
under fire and at times running a risk of 
death from flying bullets. 


MATAMORAS IN REBEL HANDS. 


Soldiers of Garrison Declare Officially 
for Diaz and Close Bridge Con- 
necting with U. 8. 


Brownsville, Tex., Feb. 17.—Without seri- 
ous resistance Matamoras, the Mexican town 
across the Rio Grande from Brownsville, 
passed into the hands of Mexican rebels at 
5 o'clock this morning. Thies ts the second 
Texas borcer town to be occupied by insur- 
rectos since the Diaz revolt, the other being 
Nuevo Laredo. Matamoras was taken by 
soldiers of the garrison, who at 8 o'clock this 
morning declared officially for Diag. 

The revolution!sts announced that the ferry 
and bridges from the American side would 
be closed until 3 o'clock this afternoon “ to 
avoid any pillaging or disturbance’’ from 
lawless elements on the American side of the 
river. 

Officers under the Maderogovernment, who 
were arrested, upon taking oath of allegiance 
to Diaz were released and were {n most cases 
given their old positions. It is rumored that 
the soldiers at Rio Brave and Reynosa, Mex- 
ico, have joined the Diaz movement.

‘A woman who has been In jail half a year 
for the confessed slaying of her husband 
will go on trial today before Judge Cooper. 
She will plead self-defense. The state's at- 
torney will ask .the death penalty.

Then he said: ‘It’s time 
for you to die.’ I killed him to keep him

COULD NOT PLEASE HUSBAND. 


Motorman’se Wife Ends Life by Inhal- 
ing Gas—Leaves Note “To 
‘the Public.” 


Mra. Mary Cary, wife of George W. Cary, 
g motorman, committed suicide last night in 


smoke choked halls and arqueed the occu- 
pants of twelve flats earlier in the night when 
fire waa discovered in a three story brick 
apartment building at 6404-6406 Ellis avenue, 
The building was a world's fai landmark. 

Miss Justin was on the third floor when 
she discovered smoke. The hall was full of 
it. She pounded on the door across the hall- 
way, and at the rear of the third floor warned 
the neighbors of the fire. and then fled to the 
second and first floors, spreafling the alarm. 
All escaped in safety. 

By the time fire apparatus errived the blaze 
had gained a strong start, and a 411 alarm 
was at once sounded. Marshall Charlies Sey- 
ferlich arrived and followed it with a special 
call for ten engines, 

The fire is supposed to have started in the 
basement. The cause ig unknown. Markus 
Langerman, owner, valued his property at 
$30,000 and estimated the damage at half 
of that amount.

“The action was taken some time ago and 
was only of a preliminary character,’ said 
Mr. Elting. ‘‘ Before the association gives 
formal approval we shali want to know what 
the Chicago plan commission thinks.

New York, Feb. 17.—By refusing to grant 
temporary injunctione on the complaints 
of employers against the garment workers 
now on strike and announcing he would only 
grant permanent restraining orders after a 
hearing, Judge Hendrick of the state Supreme 
court today took an almost sae oh enmmmennes 
action in legal procedure. 

Judge Hendrick’s announcement conowed 
a conference with the justices of the Appel- 
late division.

‘Tt is man, not woman, who is the vital 
cause of the social evil,” he s@id. ‘‘ The 
supply of prostitutes comes from men, the 
service rendered by them is to men, and the 
whole business has been commercialized by 
men. The man who defiles an underpaid girl 
whom he meets on the street not only has 
no honor but has not the least spark of 
sportsmanship. 

“There ig one way to better its control, 
and that is to take it away from the grasp 
of the police and place it in the hands ofa 
public commission which shall have a squad 
of morals police. away from the reach of the 
politicians, to do its bidding and then have 
a single judge to hear all cases.’’

INEZ L. ABBOTT INCHARGE | 


Former Resident of Oak Park 
Sends Word of the Great Good 
Being Done at Samokov. — 


A few weeks ago THE TRIBUNE printed a 
notice appealing for relief funds for people 
in Bulgaria, who are suffering great hard- 
ships because of the Balkan war, and sug- 
gesting that any contributions for this pur- 
pose might be sent to Charles R. Crane or 
Mrs. E. W. Biatchford for transmission. 

The money that has been received by Mr. 
Crane and Mrs. Blatchford is being spent in 
relief work at Samokov, Bulgaria, by Miss 
Inez L. Abbott, a missionary, and formerly 
a reeident of Oak Park. 

Tells of Relief Work. 

A letter dated Jan. 30 and just received 
from Miss Abbott says: 

“ Could you but see the expression on the 
faces of the hundreds of people of Samokov 
who are being blessed through this gift, and 
hear their words of thanks as they receive 
the help, your hearts would be warmed. 

‘“‘In the distribution of this relief we are 


‘ working in connnection with‘the city au- 


thorities. A general committee -for such 
work already existed when 1 called upon the 
mayor, with our Bulgarian pastor, to dis- 
cuss the subject with him. This committee 
consisted of two priests, two civilians, who 
knew their wards well, and a national school 
teacher, besides the mayor and the city clerk, 
the latter apparently knowing the poor peo- 
pie of the place as do few others. To this 
committee have been added a woman teacher 
of the city, Mr. Ostrander, principal of our 
boys’ school, Mrs. Ostrander, who has done 
much visiting among the poor, our Prot- 
estant Bulgarian pastor, and myself. It was 
the wish of the committee that I handle all 
funds and pay all bills. 


Money Proves a Blessing. 

“ You can think of this enlarged commit- 
tee, representing such various ideas and in- 
terests, as coming together two and three 
times a week in long sessions, discussing con- 
scientiously the individual needs of these 
families, and then being present when relief 
is given them. One of the priests said to 
me: 

‘ We cannot find words with which to ex- 
press our thanks for what has beer: done. 
It was truly an inspiration of God that led 
you to write those letters,’ etc, 

“*I tell you this to show you that the money 
will be a blessing in more ways than one. 

** First, it will literally save the lives of 
many people in Samokov. Besides the 200 
families for whom I appealed we have added 
inore than 500 other families to the list, 
since the city fund for such work was prac- 
tically exhausted when the first money 
reached me. 

“ Second, it will break quite completely, if 
it has not already done so, the wall of preju- 
dice that has been a barrier to our work in 
the past. 

“Third, it will open up wonderful #ppor- 
tunities to us for the future. God-grant we 
may have wisdom from Him to see what 


these opportunities are, and to lay hold of sid 


them in a way to mean most to the interests 
of His kingdom. 


Fuel to Relieve Suffering. 

“ Because of the very cold weather the’ 
committee decided that one of the greatest 
present needs is fuel. One of our mission- 
aries has supervised the buying of about 
250 loads of wood, and we have given 5 
francs to each of 515 families with which to 
buy wood. We know that in many cases the 
money has already been used for ather 
things, such as flour, with which to tide over 
the time until we can distribute flour, which 
will be next Tuesday. But we have called 
it “wood money.’ We have estimated that 
it will cost $1,000 to buy the flour for this 
next distribution. 

“ Another form of help is in connection 
with stockings. Mra. Baird buys the home- 
spun woo] from €e women, who are so glad 
to convert something they. have into cash. 
Then she employs other women to knit'men’s 
gocks, paying 1 franc a pair for the work. 
Then these socks are sent to hospitals for the 
soldiers. Last week we'sent seventy-two 
pairs to Miss Haskell, who isin the cholera 
and typhoid fever patient hospital at Kirk- 
Kiligsi. Yesterday Mrs. Baird took thirty 
pairs to the Samokov hospital. We have 


sent 150 pairs or more to the. Red Croee in | 


Sofia. 


May Begin Cloth Weaving.

A Bulgarian column is ad- 
vancing through Belgrade forest, to the 
west of Derkos lake, in the direction of Or- 
manli, and is fortifying the heights west of 
Sivaskeui. 


Enver Bey Badly Wounded, 

LONDON, Feb. 17.—Turkish soldiers early 
today attempted to assassinate and succeeded 
‘n badly wounding Enver Bey, the Young 
Turk leader. 

A news agency dispatch by wireless from 
Constantinople says Enver was stabbed se- 
verely several times, but gives no further 
details. 

Enver last week made a disastrous effort 
to plerce the flanks of the Bulgarian army 
on the shores of the sea of Marmora with a 
forlorn hope of Ottoman troops, who were 
beaten back with terrible losses. 

He was one of the leaders in the recent

JOBS ABOLISHED 


Review of Year’s ‘Work Shows 
_ Results Accomplished Toward 
Purifying System. 


USELESS 


The civil service board of the West Chicago 

park commissioners has completed its annual 
report, covering what it has done in ite first 
full year toward bettering the conditions ‘that 
were attacked by the bureau of public effi- 
ciency a year ago. ‘The principal complaint 
was of too much politics in the administra- 
tion of the park sVstem. 
‘The park’s civil service board says it has 
striven to put all employment in the west 
park system on a basis of efficiency. To this 
end: the employed staff has been classified, 
hours adjusted, pay equalized, and reports 
‘@emanded in complete detail. During 1912 
973 persons were examined for appointments 
to positions in the classified service, more 
than half of whom were passed and placed on 
the eligible list. 


Abolish Useless Offices. 

There has been, the report says, a con- 
sistent. attempt to detrease expenses by the 
abolition of useless jobs and the closer guard- 
ing of expenditures. Of the latter sort is this 
recommendation: 

“That the present form of pay rolls 
be changed and these rolls be made up 
in indelible copying ink that will not per- 
mit of making alterations without showing 
chearly the character of such alterations 
The pay rolls. now used are written with or- 
dinary ink. and. the paper is of such kind 
that. erasures can be readily made after the 
rolig have been certified.’ 

Tt is not understood there has been any 
attempted fraud by this means, but the board 
is taking no chance of there being any. 

The Hoard found the west park system had 
a réater proportionate number of police 
than’ either of the other systems. There was 
no” indication that more were needed, and 
recommendations were immediately made 
that, while none should be discharged except 
for cause, no new applications would be cgr- 
sidered. The force Is now in the couree of 
reduction for cause, and there will be no in- 
creave until the number drope below the 
equity with the number in the Lincoln and 
south park systems.

Physical Training for Police. 

“It is further recommended that a course 
of physical instruction and training for pa- 
trolmen be established at one of the gym- 
nagiums in the system,’' says the report.

For that reason he has ordered all the 
suits to be taken, so that enough of them to 
dress two complete teams can be Kept clean 
for the games, while the older ones may be 
used for the morning practice.. It alse will 
be possible to have the suits laundered tf 
necessary. $ 


Clean Togs for This Trip. 

In other~years it has béen customary to 
take only enough suits for each player to 
have one, and consequently it was necessary 
for him to wear it from start to finish. Nat- 
urally in the closing days of the trip the 
boys didn’t present an appearance becoming 
to big leaguers. As this spring's trip is to be 
unusualiy long, the need of a change of 
clothes is apparent. 

As soon as Buckner had been put to work 
Callahan went downtown and purchased a lot 
of apparatus to be used in his unique train- 
ing scheme at Paso Robles. . First. he bought 
a couple of soccer footballs, then a medicine 
ball, eight tennis rackets and two 
dozen tennis .alls, and added numerous 
other trifles, the entire lot being rolled into 
a bundle and expressed to Paso Robles so 
it will be there when the players arrive.

Certain gloomy and egregious persons in- 
sistently maintain that that is what ails Mr. 
Drew—he is always Mr. Drew himself. The 
complaint suggests problems in histrionism too 
complex for one who has not yet mastered the 
list of text books on acting recently prescribed 
by the Drama league. But a neophyte may 
argue that no character created by a dramatist 
is more interesting than that character com- 
bined with or disguised as Mr. Drew. This 
perplexed husband of Mr. Sutro’s, for instance, 
Surely a mere London tea merchant, who never 
heard of “A Doll's House,” and to whom Prax- 
iteles was but a polysyllable, would be less 
quizzically attractive than Mr. Drew, less per- 
sonally magnetic, and less skillful in showing 
himself and his emotions to us. At any rate, to 
postpone the annual estimate of Mr. Drew’s act- 
ing to some more leisure period, it may be re- 
corded in a hurried sort of way that he was 
never so effective as he was last evening at 
Powers’ in Mr. Sutro’s broad comedy, “A Per- 
plexed Husband.” 

—. 

He began to be funny the moment he en- 
tered and found his domestic affairs sent all 
askew by the interference of two feministic 
agitators, one male, one female, both glib; and 
was told by his wife that she was weary of 
being his well fed Sultana, and that thereafter 
she would occupy a separate room. You can 
easily imagine the way Mr. Drew's tea mer- 
chant (wholesale, by the way) would squint 
and grunt and shrug his shoulders, indicating 
perplexity and discomfiture by the same de- 
vices.that in other plays yhave served to denote 
anything from rage to resignation. What was 
Tom Pelling to do? Mrs. Pelling, as imper- 
sonated by Miss ‘Nina Sevening, & veracious 
actress of much personal charm and beauty, 
was well worth fighting for, but the implements 
were not in the Pelling armory. So his sister 
(Miss Alice John), smart, humorous, and a bit 
conscious’now and then of her impressive 
clothes, advised retaliation in the form of an- 
other lady. 

Miss Mary Boland this, looking like a cro- 
cus.

TLat sick headache brings not sich dread when 
she is here to give us aid. | é 

For this we pay her 15 cents an hour, which 
relieves us of being dependent and enables her 
to spread sunshine in other ways. Truly we 
need more such helpful little grandmothers; 
perhaps this suggestion may reach those who 
would like to-be one of them. 

It had been my custom for years to remem- 
ber my friends at the holiday season with 
aprons, varying in character from the little 
dainty tea aprons to the large, practical kitchen 
ones. They learned to look for these gifts, 
every housewife knows the ever ready need of 
them, and nicknamed me “their apron friend.” 

The manager of a store in our neighbort.ood, 
learning this, asked me if I would be willing 
to use up the odds and ends of swiss, lawn, 
lace, and ribbons which had accumulated in 
making aprons for the store. The first twenty 
sdld almost at once, Similar work came from sev- 
eral other stores and also from private parties, 
and without any advertising I have filled orders 
for birthday gifts, showers, ang wedding gifts 
not only fancy aprons, but nurses’ and kitchen 
aprons as well, 

My aim has always been to make tiem differ- 
ent in design, dainty, and strong enough to 
withstand laundering. My material I purchase 
at a discount, thus being able to sell them 
reasonably and yet make a good profit. I have 
found the work most, pleasant, and I feel sure 
that in this field there is room for many work- 
ers. 

I am unable to give my entire time to dress- 
making and to assume the responsibility attend- 


. ant upon it, but have been able to make quite 


a number of extra pennies the last year by as- 
sisting a friend who does sewing. I spend 
from 1 till 6 with her on such days as she may 
need me; sometimes only one or two afternoons 
a week, at other times the whole week. I 
receive for this 15 cents an hour, and have 
had so many requests of help from other dress- 
makers who when rushed would need assistance, 
that I hope this suggestion may have a two- 
fold mission—bring help to the dressmaker and 
a Httle additional Income to any who might 
need it.

Grape Jelly a Butter Substitute. 


We are a family of two adults and three 
children. Last winter we used an average of 
two pounds of butter a week for table use 
alone, paying an average price of 40 cents a 
pound. This was, of course, a large item in 
our weekly grocery bills and I determined not 
to have that expense ariother winter. 

Last fall when grapes were cheap I put up 
180 glases of grape jelly. The entire cos: of 
making, including the grapes, sugar, and gas, 
was a trifie over 3 cents a glass. I did not 
figure in the cost of the glasses, as they can 
be used year after year. ; 

Grape jelly is just sharp enough to be ap- 
petizing, and this winter we use it almost 
entirely on our bread instead of butter. We 
prefer it to butter, and the children would 
much rather have it. 

We use about four glasses a week. I consider 
that 12 cents a week as against 80 cents last 
year is a great saving on one item of house-

potatoes. 

Preparation—Skin the meat and cut! away 
any roughness, wash quickly (perhaps with 4 
damp cloth) and theh lard. Cut the bacan into 
strips about an inch long and about a sixth of 
an inch square... Throw these into salt on a 
plate while preparing them. Two girls worked 
at the larding, one threading the larding 
needies, and the other putting them through, 
Brown the butter and pour it over the meat, 
Just as ‘it is put into the oven. Baste after ten 
Minutes and then évery five minutes afterward 
until it is done. Add the cream to the) gravy 
in the pan during the last fifteen minutés. Let 
stand five minutes before serving. 

Gravy—Make three-eighths of a liter for 
four people, three-fourths of a liter for from 
eight to ten people. Use a little flour for 
thickening. If using canned vegetables for 
garnishing put aside the liquid for gravibs and 
steam the vegetables in butter, being qareful 
not to break them. 

Fried Potatoes—Fry in a fat consisting of 
two parts pork fat, two parts beef fat, and one 
part butter. Cut potatoes in suitable pieces, 
drain from cold water, dry on a cl¢th and fry.

Anticipates a Dismissal ? 

It is believed the action of the court In or 
dering a new grand jury was taken in order 
that évidence against Jelke and others may 
be taken up anew in event President Taft 
acts favorably on the appeal of Fred A. 
Busse, former mayor, and other friends of 
Jelke. 

The original investigation, which resulted 
in the indictment and exposure of the alleged 
frauds, was*instituted by Judge Landis in 
1911. Unless President Taft orders the pros- 
ecution of Jelke dropped the demurrers will 
be argued and disposed of tomorrow morning 
before Judge Carpenter: 


Will Renew Another Inquiry.
